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M*A*S*H* Star 
Completes S.M. Movie 


Mike FarreH, who portrays 
Dr B. J. Hunnicutt stationed 
with the M*A*S*H*unit in 
Korea, as shown on televi¬ 
sion, revealed to the Sierra 
Madre News last Thursday 
that the seven-year smash CBS 
television show, “M*A*S*H*” 
is probably in its last stages 
of production. 

“We feel a responsibility to 
maintain the quality and it’s 
hard to come up with new 
stories,” Farrell explained 
about his television show. He 
should know since he has writ¬ 
ten some of the scripts fea¬ 
tured in M*A*S*H*. 

Farrell was in Sierra Madre 
wrapping up a movie, “Cry 
of Innocence,” starring him 
as a man wrongly accused of a 
murder. The movie concerns 
what happens in his life fol¬ 
lowing conviction. 

Alan Alda, Farrell’s co-star, 
“is a remarkable human being 
who is tremendously talented, 
sensitive and professional,” 
according to Farrell. 

They share many of the 
same causes and Farrell ex¬ 
plains, “It seems to me if 
we live in a society we should 
participate, otherwise we give 
it (the world) to the power 
brokers. It all boils down to a 
very selfish point — if we 
live in a society we want it to 


be free and safe, a place to 
raise our kids. We have seen 
a president who breaks the 
law and tells lies and we 
see the world carrying out in¬ 
sensible wars.” 

He continues, “We have 
to become involved actively 
and individually in dealing 
with persons such as these so 
they won’t deal with us. We 
can’t shrug our shoulders 
say ‘What can 1 as one per¬ 
son do’?” 

He says he disagrees with 
President Reagan “in the old 
law and order approach.” 
He explains that prisons are 
places where “people" learn 
how to be better criminals. 
The alternative to incarcera¬ 
tion is work.” 

He cited new laws in Min¬ 
nesota in which a restitution 
program has been so suc¬ 
cessful where crime has caused 
injury. The new program is 
not only more positive but 
extremely successful, he says. 
In the law and order ap¬ 
proach, people tend to think 
of society as being split be¬ 
tween the bad guys and the 
good guys, identifying them¬ 
selves only with the good 
guys. 

“We are all family,” he 
says, and we should not for¬ 
get that humanity is one. 


“Those people who believe 
the nation is getting soft on 
crime are missing the point.” 

Anyone who has watched 
the show throughout its years 
of viewing come to believe 
in the television stars are real. 

Returning to discussion of 
his role in M*A*S*H*, we 
asked him how Peg and Erin 
are. 

When Farrell laughed and 
said, “There is an Erin and 
she is my daughter,” we really 
began to believe it. He actually 
has a daughter Erin after 
whom his television daughter 
was named. He also has a 
son, Mike. 

The television/movie star 
was raised in California and 
started his acting career in 
Hollywood in actors’ work¬ 
shops and theatre produc¬ 
tions in Burbank and Glen¬ 
dale, “and wherever else 
they’d let me act,” he says. 

He was on the soap opera, 
“Days of Our Lives,” for 
two years and starred with 
both Broderick Crawford 
and Anthony Quinn of tele¬ 
vision a year each. 

Farrell has written a Film, 
“Brutal Mandate,” for CBS 
which he will produce next 
fall. He also plans to direct a 
CBS film.

Question of Day Care Need; Traffic 


Several people have been 
asking the same question at 
the News — why did the 
Sierra Madre City Council 
fail to approve what most 
people would agree is a much- 
needed child care center? 

In relation to that ques¬ 
tion comes another: Why 
hasn’t something been done 
about what many people 
term is a dangerous corner at 
Grandview and Auburn? 

Grandview Avenue is one 
of the most heavily traveled 
streets in town but how big 
a problem would that really 
make for a city with less than 
12,(XX) persons? 

People feel that a child 
care center could be an asset 
to the neighborhood and 


might be responsible for 
achieving stricter traffic en¬ 
forcement such as an added 
stop sign and slower traffic. 

Sierra Madre prides itself 
on putting a premium on 
home, family and children. 
Yet with the growing number 
of single parents and work¬ 
ing mothers who are looking 
for good care for their chil¬ 
dren, the need for another 
child care center in the city 
seems obvious. 

Two paychecks have be¬ 
come more a necessity than a 
luxury; parents of children 
under 13 comprise 58*% of 
the workforce in the country. 

In the Pasadena Unified 
School District, which serves 
Sierra Madre, 10,000 chil¬ 


dren are left without ade¬ 
quate child care, according 
to Superintendent Ramon 
Cortines. Only 68% of the 
clients of the Pasadena Child 
Care Information Service 
could find any child care at 
all, and of those 40% were 
dissatisfied with either the 
cost or quality. 

Then during an interview 
with residents who originated 
a petition exhibiting their deep 
concern about traffic on 
Grandview, they counter with 
recommendations for restric¬ 
ting parking, repaving Grand¬ 
view, rerouting school bus 
pickup and requests for a 
4-way stop sign at Auburn 
and Grandview. 

They reported at the last 


City Council meeting that 36 
parents picking up their chil¬ 
dren from a day care center 
on that corner would only 
inflame the sore that has 
been festering with that in¬ 
tersection. 

Which came first, the traf¬ 
fic complaint or the day care 
center? 

According to spokesper¬ 
sons for the petition, they 
did. The petition, signed by 
about 30 persons, was start¬ 
ed in the spring and held 
through the summer. 

They report that if no action 
is taken as a result of the 
discussion at the last city 
council meeting, they will re¬ 
submit the petition with 
more signers and beef up 


their support army. 

Those peole who are be¬ 
hind the petition include par¬ 
ents of Scouts and St. 
Rita’s School children and 
Civic Club members. 

Sgt. Chris Christensen,rep- 
resenting the Sierra Madre 
Police in the absence of Chief 
Bill Betts, said Tuesday, “I 
haven’t seen any complaints 
as a result of the last City 
council meeting. I am not 
aware of any complaints.” 

The last council meeting 
was the site of discussions 
with Debera Nielsen, who 
appealed the Planning Com¬ 
mission’s decision to turn 
down her request to start a 
day care center on the cor-

Future of Cable 
Hangs In Balance 


A question on everyone’s 
lips recently has been the fu¬ 
ture of Teleprompter in the 
city of Sierra Madre. 

Because Oct. 14, the end 
of the six-month moratorium 
called for by the Sierra Madre 
City Council in Resolution 81- 
19, is up the day after the 
next council meeting, everyone 
is wondering what the coun¬ 
cil’s decision will be, whether 
to revoke Teleprompter’s 
franchise or whether to con¬ 
tinue the franchise, bearing in 
mind the $2 million amount 
of work Teleprompter com¬ 
pleted around the city. 

Those viewing Channel 28, 
KCET, last evening (Wednes¬ 
day) at 6:30 p.m. saw Clete 
Roberts discuss the cable com¬ 
pany’s pros and cons with 
Sierra Madreans. 

But when it really comes 
down to the wire, what will 
the council choose to do? 

Jim Ryder, head of the TV 
Advisory Committee ori¬ 
ginally appointed by the city 
council last year, said Mon¬ 
day, “It is my estimation 
they’ve (Teleprompter) spent 
$2 million. They have good 
cable, amplifiers, power sup¬ 
plies and connectors. There’s 
no reason in the world it 
(the reconstructed cable sys¬ 
tem) shouldn’t work. It’s like 
a new car — you’ve got to 
get the bugs out.” 

How long will it take to 
get the bugs out? 

Ryder answered, “With 
adequate manpower by the 
end of the year they could 
have a brilliant system.” 

What is their main prob¬ 
lem right now? The box on 
the top of the set which 
shows interference in recep¬ 


tion as well as a washed out 
appearance and general low 
quality reception, he said. 

What advice will the TV 
Advisory Committe give the 
council? 

“We’re digging into this 
thing deeply. We’re contac¬ 
ting the city attorney and are 
discussing the leg^ aspects. 
We are investigating what 
ether communities are 
doing.” 

He concluded, “We are 
concerned with the new sys¬ 
tem as it is not functioning 
adequately. Those with the 
new selector boxes installed 
on top of the TV set could 
help the TV study committee 
by filling out TV log sheets 
on the front desk at Sierra 
Madre City Hall before 
Oct. 9.” 

Hal Dash, representing 
Teleprompter in the absence 
of Steve Burley, manager of 
the local office, said, “I cer¬ 
tainly am not going to second 
guess what the council is 
going to do. That’s their de¬ 
cision. We would hope they 


are cognizant and realize the 
time, money, staff and en¬ 
gineering we’ve put in the 
rebuild of the system. We 
think they know what’s been 
happening. They know our 
commitment is more than just 
talk. It’s been a full blown 
$2 million rebuilding pro¬ 
gram that we’re committed to 
finishing, fine-tuning and 
ultimately providing the latest 
in cable technology and pro¬ 
gramming.” 

Do you feel you’re in sub¬ 
stantial compliance with the 
city’s mandate (to improve 
service and reception or they 
would lose their TV cable 
franchise)? 

“Yes,” Dash said. “Our 
efforts have been in good 
faith, open and above board 
and 1 think we have accom¬ 
plished that goal. However, 
it’s the council’s decision.” 

What does Teleprompter 
plan to do about the con¬ 
verter problem which many 
Sierra Madreans are con¬ 
cerned about (note Letter to 
Editor)?

‘Improved’ TV System 
Has Much to be Desired 

(The original of this 
better went to Mayor Elaine 
Rudolph with a copy to the 
Sierra Madre News, Tele¬ 
prompter and Jim Ryder, 
chairman of the TV Advisory 
Committee to the City Coun¬ 
cil. Ed.) 

In the interest of Sierra 
Madreans, I would like to 
protest the installation of the 


new “improved” cable sys¬ 
tem. 

We have been on the cable 
ever since it started in Sierra 
Madre. We were getting sharp 
clear pictures with no snow 
or blurred pictures. We could 
run our remote control and 
could change any channel 
without readjusting the color 
picture. We could push the 
[recall button and show the 
channel number that we were 
viewing. In fact, we were 
very happy with our TV set. 

Now, none of the above is 
true. We are extremely un¬ 
happy for the following rea¬ 
sons: 

1. The new control boxes 
that are furnished with the 
upgrading of service are not 
adequate. 

2. The pictures are not 
sharp. They have grain or 
snow effect on all channels. 


Who wants to spend eternity with his workbench? As 
my wife points out, 1 don’t spend much time around that 
thing right now.

.V The color tones arc not 
good on all stations and must 
be constantly readjusted for 
good color. As a result, for 
someone not used to doing 
this constant change, the 
colors end up either too harsh 
or too pale. 

a. The problem here is that 
the TV cable installers must 
adjust each of the channels 
individually when they install 
their equipment. This they 
do not do. When I called and 
complained, they sent out 
someone who adjusted one 
channel only. TV sets have a 
built in color correction sys¬ 
tem that when you adjust one 
station, all stations are then 
color corrected. But the con¬ 
trol box that the cable com¬ 
pany provides overrides the 
TV set so consequently each 
station must be color cor¬ 
rected. 

4. We are no longer able to 
use our remote control box 
or the TV set’s control panel, 
as they are blanked out of 
the system provided by Tele- 
prompte,. The remote con¬ 
trol is only an extension of 
the panel control of your TV 
set. 

Mr. Burley of the Tele¬ 
prompter Cable also stated in 
the Sierra Madre News, that 
we won’t use the controls on 
our set or the remote con¬ 
trol. This is absolutely ridi¬ 
culous. 


facturc and make TV sets 
have designed and pul on the 
market since 1974 the system 
that will handle the expand¬ 
ing TV broadcasting of the 
future. It is the Computer 
type push button with an 82 
channel selection, and pro¬ 
vides for color sensing and 
control for all stations 
through a sensing feed back 
measuring system. It is a 
coax connector that goes to 
the TV aerial so there is no 
need for another set of push 
buttons that override the sys¬ 
tem we already have. 

5. This abolishing of aii 
remote control units is not 
in accordance with the prac¬ 
tice of the Handicap Resolu¬ 
tion of 1961 by Congress to 
aid the handicapped. 

We have a daughter-in-law 
who is a paraplegic and is 
confined to a wheel chair. 
She has a remote control for 
TV that will allow her to use 
her TV while in bed or at her 
writing desk, her lounge chair 
or moving around the room 
in her wheel chair. Explain 
how she will use the T.P.C. 
control box with a trailing 
wire in a 400 sq. ft. room. 

6. Teleprompter locks your 
set in to Channel 3 so if 
anyone tries to operate your 
set, everything is off. The 
display number on your set 
always indicates number 3.

ADVICE ABOUT DYES 


by Joe Delgatto 


If we always bought 
only dye fast fabiics, it WPp* 
wouldn’t be necessary to \ 

write this. f 

However, since all of ^ 

us are prone to do the thing 
that we want to do instead *1 

of what we should do — and frankly, life is more fun 
that way — we’re often bewitched by some beautiful 
garment which we know at the time of buying to be 
impermanent, color not guaranteed fast, etc. 

Still, maybe these suggestions will save you some 
money. 

1. On some garments and some fabrics, we 
may be able to fix the dye — or retard bleed¬ 
ing by sizing. We’d be glad to advise you. 
Remember, though, that a garment must be 
clean before we can size it, so if you’re in 
doubt about a new item, bring it in before you 
wear it. 

2. Blue dyes on acetates and rayons, and some 
silks — even when “permanently” dyed, 
often fade due to atmospheric conditions in 
the home or closet. If you like blue colors, try 
to find the permanent color fabrics. (And 
keep closet doors closed!) 

3. Spots and stains often affect even the most 
permanent dyes. Therefore, you’ll be smart to 
have your garments cleaned regularly. Also, 
clean fabrics last longer.
